Soviet Gouble sentries were, at intervals, patrolling alongs 
the railroad track in the two mentioned border sections, 

lio other fortifications and no other Soviet troops were seen 
there. Nothing out of the ordinary was observed on the 
farkisn bunk of the border river. 
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
